For 
those who had questions involving par- 
ticular garden problems Mr. Craig had 
ready answers. Mr. Craig showed the 
audience several varieties of lilacs and 
some unusual flowers, commenting to 
the. great interest of his audience with 
reference to each of them.

Mayor Childs expressed his gratitude 
for the sunshine, the flowers and the 
hallowed memories of the day. and his 
regrets that the Grand Army member- 
ship was growing smaller. He urged 
the need of emphasis on the fact that 
we are Americans and thought that 
we Americans should be even more 
and better Americans. 

President A. W. Hollis of the board 
of aldermen said he was firmly con- 
vinced that the example of the vet- 
erans of 1861 had been the inspiration 
of the youth who answered the call of 
the colors in 1898 and in 1917. He said 
a great nation needs a heroic past and 
the Grand Army had been the means 
hv which the past heroism of our coun- 
try has been kept alive, and it is left 
for us of the younger generation to 
finish in peace what the veterans had 
begun in war. 

A letter was read from Secretary of 
War John W. Weeks and received three 
cheers. Adjutant- Wetherbee also read 
a letter from General Grant In regard 
to the observance of Memorial Day. 

Attorney General J. Weston Allen 
then made the speech of the day, after 
three cheers had been given in his hon- 
or. He said in part: ‘‘With each suc- 
ceeding year the commonwealth has 
learned to love you more and more, 
and while we miss the familiar faces 
of former years, we have a new appre- 
ciation for what you and our fathers 
fought. He complimented Governor 
Cox for his request for a more sacred 
observance of Memorial Day and hoped 
the day might come when it would be 
observed on Sunday so that golf and 
baseball would not interfere with the 
impressiveness of the day. He had 
joined the Sons of Veterans In order 
to be able to help keep alive the ob- 
servance of Memorial Day and was 
glad that with the world war. came 
the assurance that the day will be fit- 
tingly observed for all time to come 
Lincoln, he said, was the great Ameri- 
can. but he was more than that, as his 
soul heat for all humanity. America 
was founded that all might find liberty 
within its confines, but the sons of the 
veterans of Gettysburg and Appomatox 
were called to carry our flag on the 
battlefields of France in order that our 
liberty might reach out to the stricken 
nations of the world. That flag on the 
fields of France meant that civilization 
was to be preserved because that flag 
had never known defeat. The flag has 
taken on a new glory and It is for us 
to see to it that we go on to still high- 
er duties as a nation. Out of the black 
night of war emerges America the 
beautiful, the land of promise, the land 
of liberty, the leading power of civil- 
ization. It is for us to take the torch 
of liberty from the hands of those who 
fell on the battlefield and carry on 
until the destiny of America is achiev- 
ed with equal rights and the brother- 
hood of man is the rule among the 
nations. 

Alderman Thomas W. White spoke 
briefly saying that loyalty is a funda- 
mental attribute even in civil life and 
that while it was great to have been a 
Roman under ( ’at - ir or a Frenchman 
under Napoleon, it was greatest to he 
an American citizen in these times of 
reconstruction from the great war.

FOOD FAIR June 5-16 


The big event this week on Deacon 
Hill, beside the question of early pro- 
rogation. was the five-cent street rail- 
way bill of Mayor Curley of Boston. 
The friends of the bill had a hearing 
last Friday and put up a specious 
argument for their side. The oppon- 
ents had their innings yesterday, and 
with some figures prepared at the in- 
stance of Speaker Young, showing 
just how the deficit in receipts from 
a five-cent fare would have to be met 
by the surrounding cities and towns, 
as well as Boston, made an effective 
argument against admitting the bill. 
Even if the Rules committee, which 
merely decides whether or not the bill 
shall be admitted, reports favorably 
on the suspension of the rules, it is 
safe to say that it will be impossible 
to obtain a four-fifths vote of the 
House on the mensure. The hearings 
have had one good effect, however, in 
showing the public the absurdity of 
the measure. City Solicitor Bartlett 
and Aldermen Philip Nichols and 1 
Thomas W. AVhite represented the city 
at the hearing yesterday. Under the 
figures prepared at the State House. 
Newton would be called upon to pay 
about $350,600. and would add $3.48 
to our present tax rate. 

The proposal to increase the salar- 
ies of the judges of the Supreme Court 
met with short shrift yesterday in the 
House, after a debate which began the 
previous afternoon. The bill was re- 
fused by a vote of some 3 to 1. The 
matter of $7500 pensions for judges 
was the big stumbling block to grant- 
ing any increase in salary, no matter 
how deserving that increase may be. 

The House yesterday killed the pro- 
posal for compulsory automobile in- 
surance. taking the ground evidently 
that it is far more important to save 
the reckless and law breaking auto- 
mobilists a few dollars than it is to 
provide for adequate compensation for 
damages to innocent pedestrians and 
children who may be injured by the 
rapidly increasing number of ma- 
chines. 

Prorogation now seems possible 
easily next week.

open to the visiting delegates; all the 
hotels, both in New Bedford and In 
Pnirhaven were full to overflowing, 
with many more provided for In pri- 
vate homes, and on every hand there 
were appreciative words regarding 
their comfort from delegates general- 
ly. 

Those wlio went down upon thb 
•‘official train’’ found plenty to do to 
fill the time until the opening of the 
session in the evening. The New 
Bedford Woman's Clubhouse was 
thrown open to the delegates for 
afternoon tea. and everywhere autos 
were at their disposal. 

The Methodist Church, where the 
sessions were held, was of the old 
colonial type, with broad galleries, 
which gave ample room for both visit-* 
ins delegates and local club women. 

Promptly at 8 o’clock on Tuesday 
evening. May 28, Mrs. George Minot 
Baker, retiring president of the Fed- 
eration, called to order her last con- 
vention. Gracious hospitality and 
warm welcome marked the messages 
from the hostess president. Mrs. A. H. 
Andrews, from Mayor W. H. B. Rem- 
ington, and from Mr. Edmund Wood, 
president of the Board of Commerce. 

The greetings and response out of 
the way, the convention sortn got down 
to business, and there followed in 
quick succession the reports of the 
officers and directors of special com- 
mittees. The Federation now numbers 
333 clubs, and nearly 130,000 women. 
There is the substantial balance of 
$1810 in the treasury with which to 
begin the n<*\v administration. The 
report of the Federation Topics was 
most gratifying, in that it has paid 
for itself and will probably show a 
good balance on the right side. 

Mrs. Baker brought vividly to mind 
the immense problems which confront 
the General Federation, as she has 
experienced them as director from 
Massachusetts. She called attention 
to the reorganization of departments 
that has been consummated, and stat- 
ed that the working out in Massachu- 
setts has been left for the incoming 
administration. 

To those who have been attending 
Federation annual meetings for many 
years, the great gain in expedition of 
reports is, perhaps, one of the most 
striking things to he noted. Thiring 
that first evening soi^e seventeen per- 
sons gave reports in addition to the 
addresses of welcome, all_ within the 
space of two hours and a half. A feat 
of which any presiding officer may 
well be proud. 

The following quotation from the 
New Bedford Standard regarding the 
Wednesday morning session is the 
summing up of the wnole matter as it 
appeared to one unaccustomed to club 
conventions: 

‘‘Annual reports of departments 
were the feature of the morning, after 
the report of the nominating commit- 
tee, Far from being dry-as-dust, rou- 
tine reports, they were an illuminat- 
ing exposition of the great construc- 
tive work which organized woman’s 
clubs are doing. Ably written and 
well delivered, they had one striking 
feature in common, all departments 
are co-operating magnificently with 
city, State and national agencies for 
I social and civic progress.” 

S Mrs. Miller Goodwin Dowling, a mem- 
ber of the nominating committee, pre- 
sented the report of that committee at 
the beginning of Wednesday morning’s 
session, that all might be«in readiness 
for opening the polls at noon. But a 
sentence or two can be quoted from 
the reports of the departments as 
they were submitted. The keynote of 
the Public Health department this 
year has been prevention. The clubs 
have completed the endowment for 
another bed at the Children’s Hos- 
pital, and together with what single 
dubs have done, there is $8,000 under 
the Federation banner at that hospital. 
The legacy of the Industrial and So- 
cial Conditions department is the set 
of minimum standards relating to 
juvenile delinquency. Conservation 
has worked for city and town forests, 
for legislation relative to National 
Parks, and is hopeful that when the 
final vote is taken that the Roosevelt 
Sequoit National Park will be forever 
protected from commercial inroads. 
"Perhaps you may not know,” said

The Home Economics department 
stated that there are 175 clubs having 
this department, the highest number 
yet announced. 

A plan is being developed to make 
available educational films on home 
subjects for next year’s club programs. 
These will be made by a commercial 
film company under the personal di- 
rection of specialists. 

Mrs. W. S. Ripley, Jr., who has been 
at the head of the Education depart- 
ment for five years, urged the clubs 
to turn to the school superintendent 
for advice and suggestions as to prac- 
tical ways In which the clubs may be 
of assistance. She stressed Interest 
in and work for better speech, to help 
to create a linguistic conscience. The 
Legislative department noted increased 
interest in this branch, for 70 clubs 
have held legislative meetings. 

A new fenture was the report upon 
the philanthropic work of the clubs 
ns obtained from a questionnaire sent 
out by Mrs. Baker, and greaf was the 
applause on the part of the delegates 
when she announced that over $80,000 
has been reported to her from 214 
clubs. The largest single item was 
for Child Welfare, and amounted to 
$14,044.37. 

Just at this point attention was di- 
verted from the regular program by 
the arrival of the Rhode Island dele- 
gation and the subsequent appearance 
of Mrs. Thomas G. Winter, president 
of the General Federation, who slipped 
in quietly in time to hear the director 
from Rhode Island, Mrs. H. G. Bissell, 
give greetings from the General Fed- 
eration. 

At the afternoon session Miss May 
Bliss Dickinson opened the depart- 
ment reports with her word upon 
Mothercraft. telling of intensive work 
in Massachusetts, where it has been 
introduced into 45 cities and towns, 
and of its spread over the world, even 
to China, and that the latest country 
seeking information is Albania, and 
also the Virgin Islands, where little 
girls have made a model layette, which 
is now on its way to Boston. An at- 
tempt to eliminate jazz music and 
arouse interest in abolishing many vile 
popular songs of today has been the 
work of the Music department, whose 
chairman, Mrs. A. H. Davison, lias 
been asked to he leader of community 
singing at the coming Biennial at 
Chautauqua. The Literature chair- 
man announced the completed "An- 
thology of Massacuusetts Verse,” 
while the Art department summed up 
its work through conferences, and 
called attention to the "Enchanted 
Frame,” an entertainment arranged 
for club programs. 

The Resolutions committee brought 
in a resolution asking that the field 
agents under the Volstead act be put 
under civil service rules. After a little 
discussion it was adopted. 

Greetings were brought by a wom- 
an from Idaho, who concluded her re- 
marks by reciting a poem, "Out Where 
the West Begins.” To which Mrs. 
Winter added the comment, "The West 
begins in Massachusetts.” 

A report from the Civics depart- 
ment. with brief responses from a 
number of clubs winch have recently 
joined the Federation concluded the

"We must stand together. The 
change in the census view came only 
because there were 2,000,000 of us.

Mrs. Winter asked the privilege of 
the platform to bring the matter of 
the opium trade in the United States 
to the attention of the women, urging 
them to follow the outcome and be 
ready to take a stand upon the right 
side. 

The report of the tellers announced 
that the election had been practically 
unanimous for the ticket presented. 
Then came the farewells and the wel- 
come-ins, 'Loth the outgoing and in- 
coming presidents being literally 
buried in flowers until, as Mrs. Winter 
put it, they looked like ‘‘animated 
greenhouses.” 

During the morning came word 
from outside that there was a fire 
across the street, with the request 
that the women remain inside so not 
to hamper the work of the firemen. 
Very calmly and quietly the business 
proceeded until the session was ad- 
journed, when came the further re- 
quest for the delegates to remain for 
about ten minutes longer, when the 
street would he cleared of apparatus. 
The company sang for a while and 
then resolved themselves into an in- 
formal reception so that they could 
speed tli.- parting and welcome the in- 
coming presidents. By that time all 
the obstacles had been removed and 
the thirtieth annual meeting was a 
thing of the past.

REV. MR. JAYNES DEAD 




Word was received yesterday morn- 
ing that Rev. Julian Clifford Jaynes, 
the pastor emeritus of the West New- 
ton Unitarian Church, had died while 
on his way to his summer home in 
Prinep Edward Island. Mr. Jaynes, 
accompanied by Mrs. Jaynes and their 
Children, left here Monday evening 
for Charlottetown, P. E. I., and while 
he has been in poor health for some 
time, his condition was not deemed 
to he serious, and he was looking for- 
ward to a pleasant summer on the 
island. His death took place while 
on the train within a short distance 
of his destination. The body has 
been brought back and the funeral 
services will be held at the West New- 
ton Unitarian Church on Sunday after- 
noon at 3 o’clock. 

Mr. Jaynes was born at Drainsville, 
Va., January 18, 1854, and was the 
son of Charles L. and Martha Jaynes.

While there were many important, 
matters considered by the aldermen 
on Monday night, all were overshad- 
owed by the debate and action taken 
on the proposed Zoning ordinance, 
which, after nearly three hours of 
discussion was finally adopted by a 
vote of 14 to 7. 

Alderman White opened the debate 
on this matter with a few personal 
remarks relative to recent editorials 
in the GRAF’HIC on the matters of 
teachers’ salaries and the zoning ordi- 
nance. Alderman Wnite said in part, 

“I am somewhat surprised that such 
an ardent supporter of the bill mak- 
ing publication of false statements in 
a political campaign, which recently 
passed the house of which he is a 
member, with a penalty of six months 
in prison or a $1000 dollar fine would 
resort, under what is apparently the 
freedom of the press, to garble and 
misrepresent remarks made in this 
chamber at the session prior to his 
publication. 

I leave it to this hoard as to wheth- 
er or not, in acting as Chairman of 
the Finance Committee of this hoard. 
I did not in reporting this budget at 
the meeting distinctly state it was the 
opinion of the Finance Committee that 


I this saving might be made out of the 
| total appropriation of $725.000,— and 
if the increases were not found for 
meeting the teachers’ schedule they 
could then come back to the board at 
a later date. 

The recent decision of the Supreme 
f'oiirt, which was pending at the time, 
shows us exactly where we are and, 
in my opinion, weakens the attitude 
of the School Committee. It was not 
my thought to make any personal re- 
marks when I said that they were fi- 
nancially incompetent, in my opinion, 
if they could not make this saving.

JUST KEPT GROWING 

Tit? origins of these antiquated, cum- 
bersome, costly, inefilcient pieces of the 
national machinery that we call the 
executive departments show how any 
establishment If well watered with 
government money will expand and 
hold together, no matter how conflict- 
ing and incongruous Its functions. 
Hardly one of these great business es- 
tablishments — for that is what they 
are — was planned. As they are today 
they just happened. 

Take the Department of Agriculture, 
for example, one of the greatest and 
most complex and wldesprendlng of all 
the departments. It Is In closer touch 
and more directly affects the greatest 
number of people In the United States 
than any other branch of the govern- 
ment with the possible exception of 
the post office. It began in 1839 with 
an appropriation of $1,000, taken from 
the pntent funds for the distribu- 
tion of free seeds and the collection 
of agricultural statistics by the patent 
office, then a bureau In the State de- 
partment. Now’ look at the darned 
thing. It is all over the place. 

The title of the department indicates 
its most important field of activities, but 
its functions have been extended to in- 
clude the whole range of rural indus- 
try and some branches of administra- 
tion only very Indirectly related to 
agricultural interests. For about 60 
years subsequent to the Revolution the 
general interests of agriculture were 
left almost entirely to individual Initia- 
tive. Federal activity was confined to 
relatively narrow limits and was mere- 
ly sporadic. Soon after the national 
government was organized some at- 
tempts were made to establish a board 
of agriculture; but neither the first 
proposal in 1796 nor a second effort in 
1817 was successful. 

Shortly after the Revolution, follow- 
ing the example of* Benjamin Frank- 
lin while in England, as agent of the 
colony of Pennsylvania during the 
years 1764 to 1775, American consuls 
and naval officers began the practice 
of sending home foreign seeds and cut- 
tings for new crops, and of aiding in 
the introduction into the United States 
of new breeds of domestic animals. 
Even such small governmental partici- 
pation was, in the beginning, rather 
extra-official. 

In 1836 the commissioner of pat- 
ents. one H. L. Ellsworth, began the 
distribution of considerable quantities 
of seeds and plants received from gov- 
ernment representatives in foreign 
countries; and three years later 
through his influence an appropriation 
of $1,000 was made for the purpose of 
procuring and distributing seeds of 
new plants, carrying agricultural in- 
vestigations and collecting agricultural 
statistics, This was the historic be- 
ginning of the much-talked-about free 
seed distribution. 

By an act of congress In May, 1862, 
since generally called the organic act, 
the activities of the government affect- 
ing agriculture were placed under a 
separate nnd distinct organization 
known as the Department of Agricul- 
ture, In charge of a commissioner of 
agriculture. It did not rank, how- 
ever, with the other executive depart- 
ments, and the commissioner was not 
entitled to a seat In the President’s 
cabinet. Isaac Newton, chief of the 
agricultural section in the patent office, 
was appointed the first commissioner 
of agriculture. Other officers provided 
by the organic act included a statis- 
tician, a chemist, an entomologist and 
a superintendent of the propagating 
garden nnd experimental farm. 

The chrysalis was now ready to he 
broken. In 1889 the Department of Ag- 
riculture was elevated to the rank of 
the other executive departments and 
its commissioner was made secretary 
of agriculture with a seat in the Presi- 
dent’s cabinet. This was in Grover 
Cleveland's administration. In honor 
of Its new rank a few more functions 
were taken on. 

But that's enough detail. It kept on 
growing. Beginning with an appro- 
priation of $1,000 and two or three 
clerks, the department had, in 1910, 
employees to the number of 12,480, and 
an appropriation of $12,005,030. Five 
years later the appropriation had 
grown to $19,865,832 and the em- 
ployees to 10,223. The employees In 
May. 1920, numbered 18,008 and the 
appropriation given by congress for 
the fiscal year 1021 was $31,475,308. 

The department has Increased Us 
cost of living In 82 years from a mere 
$1,000 — that Is, $83.33 a month — to 
more than $31,000,000 a year— $2,022, - 
047.38 every month. That shows us 
clearly and as sharply as It can he 
shown how the high cost of govern- 
ment living uffects your own cost of 
living. 

We, you and I, paid out of our sav- 
ings and earnings every red cent of 
timt increase from $1,000 a year to more 
than $31,000,000. It may have been 
well spent. We prolmhly got a run 
tor our money; hut nobody knows, ex- 
cept In a general way. We have a 
right to know. Ir is simply fat headed- 
i e»s on our part not to find out.

The track team of the Newton High 
School won a notable victory last Sat- 
urday when it won t lie second aifnual 
track meet of the Mass.

GLORY DESTROYED BY TIME 


Of the Once Mighty Cities of Babylon 
and Nineveh Hardly a Ves- 
tige Remains. 

When the ancient kingdom of the 
Assyrians fell through effeminacy and 
negligence 300 years after the Trojnn 
war, ninny petty states arose out of 
Its ruins, two of which raised them- 
selves to n high degree of power. The 
kings of Media subdued the mountain 
land of Persia, and established rela- 
tions of amity with hordes that 
wandered on tho eastern side of the 
Caspian sea ; they conquered also a 
portion of the empire which had cen- 
tered in Nineveh. At the same time 
the king of Babel, or Babylon, flour- 
ished with still greater magnificence 
and power. 

In Babylon, ancient sent of learning 
and science, Nabopolnssar. after a 
long period of anarchy and division, 
erected a -most powerful monarchy, 
whose sceptre Nebuchadnezzar, his 
son, extended from the Caucasus 
mountains, where he defeated the 
Iberians, to the sandy deserts of Lylda. 
Ho burnt Jerusalem; defeated Ammon. 
Monb and Edom; conquered Tyre, the 
richest city of the Phoenicians; laid 
waste Egypt, and formed his empire 
,on new boundaries. He adorned Baby- 
lon, the city of his residence, with the 
noblest works of architecture, but of 
this city the ruins nr<* scarcely dis- 
cernible. It Is still more difficult to 
trace the vestiges of Nineveh, which 
lie a three days’ Journey from It, and 
whose ruins have sunk in the marshy 
soil. 


WHITES TO ABSORB MAORIS?, 

That Fate, Rather Tfian Extinction, 
Said to Be Assured to New Zea- 
land Tribe. 

The Ingenuous explanation that they 
wouldn’t have eaten neighbors had 
beef, mutton or pork been more abun- 
dant on the early New Zealand market 
stamps the native Maoris as a race 
with working brains, and their phy- 
siques have long been praised. It is 
not surprising, therefore, that, ns a 
correspondent records, these aborig- 
inals are among the few in modern 
times who, instead of promptly vanish- 
ing. will doubtless be absorbed into the 
white mail’s family. 

Fifty thousand pure-bred Maoris still 
remain, half of whom are practically 
civilized. Many have attained to high 
political position. There are four Mao- 
ri members in the house of representa- 
tives, two In the legislative council 
and one is an important minister in the 
executive council. 

Themselves Polynesians of remote 
East Indian blood, these natives, be it 
added, are not strictly aboriginals. 
They are thought to have “displaced, 
a la table d’hote, some 500 years ago a 
savory stock of Melanesians or Pa- 
puans.” 


Has Served Country Well. 

Senor Portal, for the last 30 years 
tho leading journalist of Peru and the 
author of 12 "best sellers” in that coun- 
try, has done for his native land what 
l.uis Taboada did for Spain, Mark 
Twain for the United States, ami. long 
ago, Moliere for France; while wag- 
ing war with his pen, he has created 
true literature. Thirty years ago, when 
he laid down the sword he had carried 
with honor through the Peruvian strug- 
gle with Chile, he took up arms against 
every imaginable weakness, shortcom- 
ing, sin. and vice of his fellow coun- 
trymen ; and in laughter-provoking sar- 
casm and scathing irony he has de- 
picted all the wickedness to which flesh 
—and particularly Peruvian flesh — is 
heir.

Velocity of Light. 

Physicists never tire of efforts to 
increase the accuracy of their knowl- 
edge of the fundamental facts of 
science. A redeteruiinntion of the ve- 
locity »»f light by the Flzean toothed 
wheel method was made at Nice. These 
experiments were remarkable on ac- 
count of the great distance over which 
the beam of light employed was trans- 
mit te*l. Previously such a beam had 
been caused to travel about fifteen 
miles, but on this occasion the reflect- 
ing mirror was so placed that the total 
distance traversed by the beam, going 
and returning, was fifty-seven miles. 
The mean of 1100 observations gave 
for the velocity of light 18(1.22"* 1 
miles a second.

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EDITORIAL 


Notwithstanding the strictures made 1 
by Alderman White on Monday night 
on recent editorials in this paper, we 
still adhere to the position taken in 
the editorials in question. There was 
nothing “garbled" or "misrepresent- 
ed” in those editorials and Alderman 
White’s position on the matters there 
discussed, was stated definitely and 
fairly. He admits that he reported 
the school budget without providing 
for the usual annual increases for 
teachers salaries according to the 
standard schedule and admits that he 
suggested that the school committee 
should make such increases from sav- 
ings in their appropriations. He ig- 
nores, however, what we clearly stat- 
ed in our editorial, the distinct pro- 
vision in the statute which limits the 
action of the school committee to the 
amounts stated in the budget, a fact 
of which he must have been aware 
and which for reasons known only to 
himself, he has thus far omitted to 
discuss. His present “sympathy” with 
the school teachers and his statement 
that “I never have or never will vote 
against the increase, within decent 
range, for teachers” must be judged 
therefor not by what is said but by 
what is done, and the record shows 
that Mr. White and eight others voted 
against the item to allow school teach- 
ers to receive the small annual in- 
crease in salaries provided in the 
standard schedule of salaries, and to 
which, as. in the case of policemen 
and firemen, the good faith of the 
city is pledged. 

Mr. White also takes exceptions to 
our statement that he has not attend- 
ed meetings of the Zoning committee 
of which he has been a member since 
January 1st. He declares that he at- 
tended meetings on April 27, May 1 
and May 8 and the chairman of the 
Zoning committee openly stated in 
board meeting that Mr. White has not 
attended any meeting of that commit- 
lee to his knowledge and further 
states, that he, the chairman, has been 
present at every meeting of that com- 
mittee. We ask our readers to de- 
cide which of these gentlemen is tell- 
ing the truth and refer Mr. White to 
-ibe legislation enacted by the pres- 
ent Legislature on the initiative of the 
editor of the Graphic prohibiting, un- 
der drastic penalties, the making of 
false statements in political campaigns 
and we almost regret that we were 
unable to widen the scope of that leg- 
islation so as to include public state- 
ments made by members of our city 
governments.

We hope that some public recogni- 
tion will be given to Alderman George 
V. Phipps for his long, arduous and 
most efficient work in preparing the 
Zoning ordinance. No one can fully 
realize the amount of hard work 
which has been done by Mr. Phipps, 
or the amount of time and patience 
he has expended on the matter. For 
over a year he has lived with the 
measure, patiently receiving the sug- 
gestions. queries and complaints from 
hundreds of citizens and organiza- 
tions and giving every person and 
every phase of the subject the most 
painstaking and courteous attention. 
The city owes him a debt which it can- 
not pay.

We believe that the Zoning ordi- 
nance which has just been passed by 
our city government will meet with 
the hearty approval of nearly all our 
people. It is impossible to satisfy 
everybody and it is manifestly impos- 
sible to draft a perfect ordinance, but 
the one adopted Monday nigh’, seems 
to be as near the ideal as it is possi- 
ble to realize.

but one residential zone with provi- 
sions for a so-called super zone on 
petition, — we have come to the con- 
clusion that with the wide publicity 
given the zone districts, the fact that 
90' • of the citizens desired the single 
resident zone, and the advantage that 
it is easier to secure future legis- 
lation downwards than it would be 
upwards, — we now believe that the 
committee plan for two residential 
districts is by far the better for a 
city like Newton. 

The lack of interest in the latest 
movement to enlarge Nonantum 
square is most significant, and proves 
that the public is not greatly im- 
pressed by the plan. As a matter of 
fact, the taking off of the present 
French’s corner would be altogether 
too expensive for the additional 
ground to be gained. If anything is 
to be done in that direction, the plan 
of Mr. Lloyd should be followed and 
make a genuine widening of the 
square. We still maintain that no 
widening is necessary if the local 
street cars were taken out of the 
square, and in that position we are 
upheld by many persons who have 
the fullest knowledge of the situation. 

The final success or the Neagle 
claim, after some nine years of agita- 
tion, merely goes to show that in poli- 
tics nearly anything is possible. The 
present city government by its action 
in approving this claim go on record 
as admitting the right of the Mayor 
to involve the qjty in a liability for 
which the legislative branch of the 
city government had made no appro- 
priation — a precedent which, we pre- 
dict, .will rise up many times in the 
future.

Prorogation seemed possible early 
this week but with whole sessions de- 
voted by the House to a single propo- 
sition. the session has dragged on so 
that it may be necessary to meet again 
next week. 

One session was devoted to the de- 
bate on the bill to remove the picture 
from the walls of the Boston Public 
Library entitled the “Synagogue” 
which the Jews of this vicinity seem 
to think is a libel on their religion. 
The bill passed with but little oppo- 
sition, although there was a flood of 
oratory in favor of the measure. One 
speaker in his remarks said that ”a 
Catholic ought to Ik* a good Catholic, 
a Protestant, a good Protestant, a Uni- 
tarian. a good Unitarian, and a Jew a 
good Jew,” Just why he made a dis- 
tinction between Protestants and Uni- 
tarians has not yet been explained. 

Another interesting incident took 
place this week when a member urged 
the House to “take the bull by the 
horns and throw it out of the win- 
dow.” 

The state tax bill went through this 
week with a welcome reduction in the 
assessment on Newton from $213,000 
of last year to $189,000 this year. 

The much exploited 5-cent fare bills 
and other moves again the Boston Ele- 
vated management were given short 
shrift when the House got at them on 
Wednesday, being refused admittance 
by a vote of about 3 to 1. 

Newton residents interested in the 
State control of penal institutions will 
note that the House yesterday refused 
to accept the conference committee re- 
port, which, while not wholly satis- 
factory. was at least a move in the 
right direction. The vote was S3 to 
133 and all three Newton representa- 
tives voted for the measure. 

Representative Early was on the job 
on Tuesday when, in the course of the 
debate on the establishment of a Met- 
ropolitan Transportation Commission, 
a Boston member put in an amend- 
ment annexing Newton and a few 
other places to Boston. Mr. Earley 
promptly raised a point of order on 
the amendment which the Speaker 
sustained. This incident simply goes 
to show the necessity of having an 
alert representative always on t lie 
spot.

DENMARK TO BE REPUBLIC? 

According to Reports, the Little Coun- 
try May Abandon the Monarch- 
ical Principle Soon. 

News dispatches from Copenhagen 
state that there is a possibility of the 
establishment of n republic in Den- 
mark. the little country that has been 
n monarchy since King Healfdene ruled 
tlie country in 400 A. D. 

Denmark is today n limited monar- 
chy, ruled by King Christian, who di- 
vides ids power with the two houses 
of parliament. During the war it suf- 
fered heavily in both its lending indus- 
tries, dairying nnd the merchant ma- 
rine. Many Danish ships were sunk 
by U-boats despite their neutrality, 
and the large herds of cattle that had 
supplied a large pirrt of Europe’s but- 
ter and cream were killed for food. 

Denmark has a population of 2,500,- 
000, a large part of whom live on small 
farms. Its area is 14,820 square mites, 
slightly larger than the state of Mary- 
land. It is densely populated, with 1G;‘ 
people to tlie square mile on the main 
land and 275 to tlie square mile on tlie 
many islands along the coast. Copen- 
hagen, the capital ami principal sea- 
port. is situated on tlie island of Zee- 
land. Tlie island folk form tlie mer- 
chant marine and tlie fisheries, while 
the farmers live on the fertile main- 
land. 


Iceberg Was an Acrobat. 

Not far from tlie spot where tlie Ti- 
tanic was sunk by an iceberg in April, 
1012, a tleet of 14 icebergs, some of 
them rising to more than 100 feet 
above i!ie water line, were sighted by 
tlie steamship Muuaires on a recent 
voyage. . 

Captain Fleming of tlie Muuaires 
says that one of tlie bergs gave a re- 
markable exhibition of tumbling ns the 
vessel sailed past. It bad apparently 
lost a good deal of its under water 
weight through tlie action of tlie warm 
sea water, and as they watched It the 
great Iceberg suddenly tipped to star- 
hoard and ro^ed over with an immense 
splash. As it fell, a big section of tlie 
top broke away, with the result that 
the balance was altered and the berg 
tumbled back again. Then, just as It 
was righting itself, another section 
broke off, nnd it tumbled once more. 
The sight was a most unusual one. — 
Edinburgh Scotsman.

den said that large numbers of peo- 
ple desired the single residence zone.

Presi- 
dent Hollis left the chair to say that 
he favored a zoning ordinance of some 
sort and wished that all parts of the 
city had done as well as Newtonvliu 
He noted that there were some 14.000 
assessed* polls and the 800 letters re- 
ceived were but a very small percent- 
ii" favored having the ’man who

The amendment was then defeated 
by a vote of 9 to 12. Aldermen Collins. 
Earle, Grcbenstein, Heathcote, Hickey, 
Ross, White, Young and President 
Hollis voting in favor. After a re- 
cess. the matter was again taken up 

few perfecting amendments adopted 
and the ordinance finally passed by a 
vote of 14 to 7. Aldermen Collins and 
Hickey voting with the friends of the 
original draft.

Mr. A. D. Auryansen then 
publicly tluJiiked Mr. Steeves for his 
action. 

Mr. Allen Hubbard, Jr., appeared in 
favor or the Colonial Filling Stations 
keeping 3225 gallons gasolene at Bea- 
con and Langley road and Mr. Leland 
Powers spoke in opposition. 

On the laying out of Cranberry lane 
Messrs Riley, McCarthy and Whitta- 
ker spoke in favor and Mr Stone for 
the Ilovey estilte in opposition. 

On the proposition to take land 
on Waltham street for school house 
purposes Mr. Win. B. Baker urged the 
taking of all three lots adjoining the 
Davis school und one lady spoke in 
opposition.

HAPHAZARD EXTENSION 

The Department of Agriculture la 
one instance of how governmental es- 
tablishments grow and spread and ex- 
tend their activities, once they get 
started. The burenu of fisheries, In 
the Department of Commerce, is an- 
other. It had a modest *»ginning, und 
not so very long ago. Prior to 1871 
there was no branch of the federal 
government especially charged with 
the consideration of fishery affairs. 

Several of the states hud established 
fish commissions and these state au- 
thorities, supported by private inter- 
ests, began to agitate for a national 
bureau devoted to fishery Interests. 

So it came about that by 1871 con- 
gress wus ready to yield and begin to 
make appropriations. The first one 
was for $5,000 and provided for a 
commissioner of fish and fisheries to 
prosecute Investigations and inquiries 
“with the view of ascertaining wheth- 
er any and what diminution In the 
number of food fishes of the coast 
and In the lakes of the United States 
has taken place ; and also whether 
any and what protective, prohibitory 
or precautionary measures should be 
adopted iu the premises; and shall re- 
port upon the same to congress." 

The commissioner was to draw no 
pay, for it was provided by congress 
in the same joint resolution that he 
should be a civil officer of the govern- 
ment, of proved scientific and prac- 
tical acquaintance with the fishes of 
the coast, who should serve without 
additional compensation. The then as- 
sistant secretary of the Smithsonian in- 
stitution, by name Spencer Fullerton 
Baird, was chosen as the best man for 
the job, and so lie proved to be. He 
made the little acorn grow. He was 
industrious and competent and knew 
how to "'get along with congress. He 
was diligent and lie stood before kings. 
See what happened. 

Remember, lie started out with 
$5,000 to discover whether there had 
been any diminution of the supply of 
food fishes along the coasts or in the 
lakes. He was at the head of an in- 
dependent investigation and reported 
directly to congress. The thing was 
kept alive by annual appropriations 
us an independent Institution until 
3903, when It was incorporated into 
the newly formed Department of Com- 
merce and Labor as the bureau of 
fisheries. 

By 1909 the annual appropriation had 
grown to $803,920. and the bureau hud 
a permanent personnel of 325. At 
that time the land owned and occupied 
by the bureau at its fish cultural and 
biological stations had an aggregate 
area of over 12,000 acres, with a value 
of $240,000. The Improvements and 
equipment at these stations repre- 
sented an Investment of more than 
$1,000,000. Other property of the bu- 
reau at that time included four sea- 
going steam and sail vessels, 20 steam 
launches and 150 small sail, power ami 
rowboats, which with equipment had 
a value of $300,000. Its six fish-trans- 
portutlon cars were valued at $45,000. 
Indeed, the total investment of the 
government in fishery-service property 
ran to about $1,585,000. That was 
back in J909. 

Well, it hasn’t stopped growing; 
bigger and busier than ever, as the ad- 
vertisements say. The appropriation by 
congress tor the fiscal year 1919 wus 
$1,183,140. and for 1921, $1,207,110. 
Besides what congress gave, the Pres- 
ident allotted in 1918 and 1919. out of 
his private fund “for the national se- 
curity and defense," $100,000. With the 
years of Its growth and increasing 
funds the bureau had taken on many 
new functions and activities. 

Until recently the bureau was ad- 
ministering to the best of its ability 
the laws relating to the terrestrial and 
arboreal fur bearers of Alaska, but 
the duty was incongruous to its legiti- 
mate functions. Congress finally con- 
ceded that the pursuit of foxes does 
not constitute a fishery. The cultiva- 
tion of minks cannot be successfully 
conducted In a fish hatchery. 

Apparently, us so many other estab- 
lishments under the executive branch 
have, the fisheries service lmd become 
all cluttered up with duties and Jobs 
It is not fitted or equipped to bundle. 

All of which Is "a long, long way 
from an investigation of the possible 
diminution of food fish along the coast. 

1 don’t pretend to say of the fisheries 
bureau that It has performed Ineffi- 
ciently cither Its proper work or the 
added activities that have been im- 
posed iijgon It. For all I know It 
may be and is a great national bless- 
ing. and managed with maximum skill, 
Intelligence and real economy. 1 hope 
It is. 

I cite It here only as an exuiiiple of 
a branch of governmental activity that 
lms grown up haphazard from u small 
beginning to be a great, costly, fur- 
sprcudiiig enterprise that by Its own 
confession Is overluid with dulie 
functions ami activities unrelated to 
its legitimate and essential business — 
the cure, propagation and study of all 
nut tiner of fig>d fish.

Father Time and the children con- 
verse in poetic dialogue concerning 
the Golden Day, and the children 
please him when they tell him they 
have learned that ’tis love and love 
alone that makes a golden day. Each 
is given a dream hag for a gift and 
they go hack to their homes to sleep, 
to dreamland. With Evening Star 
leading the children, Father Time is 
left on the stage with Curfew, Ves- 
per and Twilight Hour. These sing 
to the children "Sweet Dreams,” and 
from far away come drifting back, 
faintly, the children’s voices singing 
"Good Night." 

The stage decorations were very 
beautiful. A solid background of 
evergreen, arches bedecked in green, 
covered with flowers, and strung with 
tiny electric lights, and in front a 
hedge of green with daisies, butter- 
cups and roses intermingled, was the 
scheme. Beautiful under footlights and 
headlights, it was fairy-like when, 
with the house dark, the flood of light 
from a high power lantern was 
throw’ll upon it in the last act, and 
the tiny electric lights were turned 
on as Vesper lighted her evening stars.

His 
own self never seemed to obtrude un- 
duly upon his horizon. His own self 
was always more or less on a par 
with the other selves of his group: 
he was content with its own share of 
proper attention — of course, he want- 
ed to be loved, as we all want to ue 
loved, but he -always gave the impres- 
sion of being surprised to find that

He never 
gave the impression of duplicity, that 
he was holding something back. 
Nature made him honest, and his own 
I experience in life simply confirmed 
that honesty. He had a simple man’s 
j outlook upon life, and a simple man’s 
understanding of human nature. He 
I was no analyst — no dissector of hu- 
j man feelings and emotions. He had 
Ismail patience with the labored In- 
j citers and over-refinements of thought 
that seeks to divide up a given fact 
into all its component parts and that 
I usually gets hopelessly muddled in the 
attempt to understand the fact in that 
. way. His views of life were painted 
I In simple, primary colors: he pre- 
ferred to see things whole and for 
that reason he usually saw things 
truly. 

This simplicity of his showed itself 
most noticeably in his sermons; he 
was one of the most acceptable, one 
of the most effective preachers who 
entered our pulpit, and this was be- 
cause his sermons were the true prod- 
uct of his own nature — simple, direct, 
straightforward. He never led you 
through the arduous labyrinth of 
metaphysical derivations. He never 
wearied you with tiresome abstrac- 
tions; he never exhausted your atten- 
tion with prolonged introductions. 
You listened with easy interest be- 
cause lie took you at once into the 
subject and led you on in a progress- 
ive manner and arrived without fail at 
a definite conclusion. 

Fred- 
erick Anthonie Reichert. Arthur Rod- 
erick Sallinger, Rudolf Smith. 

Perhaps it would be wrong to say 
that his sermons were profound; very 
few sermons are profound — and those 
that are profound are very often inef- 
fective and decidedly restricted in 
value, but there was nothing restrict- 
ed in the value of his sermons. He 
was one of those rare men who could 
preach to anybody and everybody and 
that was because he met his hearers 
upon their own mental and spiritual 
plane, and dealt with topics that were 
occupying their own minds and troub- 
ling their own conscience and lie 
treated those topics in a way that all 
could follow. For any young minister 
to listen to his preaching was both 
pleasure and instruction, for he had 
the art of presenting great subjects, 
simply, and treating deep subjects, 
lucidly. 

He was both delicate and sensitive 
in his powers of insight and apprecia- 
tion. Fie was a man with a man’s 
way of looking at things and with a 
man’s attraction for men. He liad a 
man’s spiritual vigor and a man’s 
freshness of interest. 

His body grew weak but his sympa- 
thies remained youthful and alert. 
This may explain his native charm, 
of which be had an abundant supply 
and which everybody felt. It was a 
pleasure to be with him, to visit him, 
to meet him on the street, to delight 
in his humor, to feel the contagion of 
liis strong, lovable, wholesome person- 
ality. He had a way of making you 
feel, that you were a pretty good sort 
of creature yourself, and he was glad 
to see you. He had a genius for 
friendship, and took a genuine delight 
in plain folks. The nearest he could

Hon. George H. Ellis nlso spoke, 
nnd said — 

Mr. Park lias drawn so vivid a pit 
ture of our old friend that it is dim- 
cult to add anything to it. and yet ns 
perhaps one of bis oldest and long- 
time friends I am going to say a word. 

Mr. Pnrk has pictured his life accu- 
rately. What was behind it must 
have been natural goodness In Mr. 
Jaynes, for he was not born in our 
New England atmosphere where lib- 
eral religion has bad a strong hold, lie 
was born in Virginia where liberal re- 
ligion as we know it was not known 
at all. As a young man he led a pret- 
ty strenuous life; happening to fall 
upon some Unitarian literature in San 
Francisco, he was interested In the 
religious life ns lie then saw it — lie 
went Into Harvard Divinity School, 
graduating from there, receiving his 
first call to this church in West New- 
ton thirty-eight years ago. 

We all of us here know the influ- 
ence he lias exerted in this commun- 
ity. not alone In this church; it lias 
cone out as Mr. Park lias intimated 
far away from our own environments. 

Mr. Park has referredsto Mr. Jaynes 
as a .preacher; as a man lie was es- 
pecially fitted, had he cared to do it, 
to take part in public work, and as 
an after-dinner speaker he had many 
calls. but seldom accepted an invita- 
tion feeling that his work was in his 
church and that he wanted to put his 
time and his attention into his ser- 
mons, which were his strong points, 
but his personality counted almost as 
much. The keynote in his preaching 
always was "proper living as a prep- 
aration for the future life” which had 
a tremendous influence on all of us 
I believe — speaking for one, I know. 

Mr. Jaynes was particularly happy 
in his home life; those of us who 
co back to the early days, and for 
the first quarter century realize what 
a happy home he had. and those of us 
who knew him up to the present time 
know the influence that has been 
about him. here and now — nothing 
could have been better. 

This morning our minister referred 
to what is so often said that the nat- 
ural soul looks about with the ques- 
tion, “Where art thou O God?" I 
think Julian C. Jaynes found where 
He was long since, and I believe that 
in his illness particularly lie had 
realized where lie was going: and to 
an extent that many of us have not 
he had in him that spirit of God 
which through this pulpit, Sunday by 
Sunday, he has given to the rest of 
us; that spirit which I believe is with 
us now. and I hope we shall carry 
with us hereafter. 


The three hymns, “O Cod, our help 
in ages past," “0 sometimes gleams 
upon our s’ght” and “O God. the rock 
of acts.” which were sung by the con- 
gregation, were all favorites of Mr. 
Jaynes.

DEATH OK MIL (.’LOVER 


Mr. John Glover, a resident, of this 
city for the past 40 years, died on Sat- 
urday at hla home on Chester street, 
Newton Highlands, after an Illness of 
several months. 

Mr. Glover, who was horn In Bos- 
ton, came from a noted Massachusetts 
family. His ancestor, General Glover, 
was with General George Washington 
when he crossed the Delaware. Enter 
General Washington presented Gen- 
eral Glover with a watch fob, which 
is now in the possession of Mr. John 
Glover of Newtonvllle. Mr. Glover’s 
father was a well known sea cap- 
tain, whose clippers ran from Bos- 
ton to ports in Africa. His grand- 
father had a house at the head of 
Dock Square which he willed to Har- 
vard College, and this formed the 
basis of the Glover scholarship. Mr. 
Glover spent his early life in Jamaica 
Plain.

With another aldermanie session 
lasting nearly to two o’clock in the 
morning, the city government last 
Monday night acted upon three vetoes 
of Mayor Childs and transacted a 
large amount of business, albeit, there 
was the usual lengthy recess for com- 
mittee meetings. 

Aldermen Grebenstein and Melcher 
were the only members absent. 

The principal interest centered on 
the action taken on Mayor Childs’ 
veto of the much discussed zoning 
ordinance. 


The veto message was as follows: 

I return without my approval Doc- 
ument No. 51024, Zoning Ordinance 
so-called. 

I trust that my action will not Do 
mistaken either by your Honorable 
Board or the public. I believe in a 
Zoning Ordinance for the City of 
Newton as do practically all of our 
people. The Women’s Clubs have ex- 
pressed it perfectly,— - V A reasonable 
Zoning Ordinance for Newton.” 

I also appreciate fully the consist- 
ent, careful and painstaking work of 
Alderman Phipps and his assistants 
and all members of all Committees 
from the various Wards who have 
tried to get the right answer to a 
wholly new municipal problem. With 
practically nothing to guide them but 
nn opinion of the Supreme Judicial 
Court of Massachusetts, “that an ordi- 
nance under the zoning statute which , 
segregates the manufacturing, com- 
mercial and business on the one side 
from the homes and residences on the 
other is constitutional," they have 
been cruising on an uncharted sea. 
The work they have accomplished has 
been the result of honest effort. 

No cities, however, which have 
d ipfed Zoning Ordinances have gone 
s far as they have attempted to go. 
it has been intimated, however, "that 
the people of this City desire to go 
farther than other cities have gone, 
that .Newton is different, that our 
people want an Ordinance such as lias 
been passed.” and furthermore, “that 
everybody has been seen.” 

Since the passage of the Ordinance 
many of our citizens have written me 
approving fully its every detail. 
Many, however, and some of 
our most thoughtful citizens have 
intimated to me that in their judg- 
ment the proposed Ordinance is 
too drastic and that the dis- 
inction drawn between single and two- 
family houses, having in mind only 
it 4 * relation to public health, public 
safety, public morals and public wel- 
fare. is hard for them to see. 

Some too, who have been placed in 
the zone where they desired to lie, 
have changed their minds. With the 
feeling changing it seems to me that 
the Ordinance first adopted by the 
City ought to be of such a character

that request h can he considered and 
protests heard before the whole mat- 
ter is sewed up so tightly that chang- 
es will he practically impossible. We 
must remember that we are entering 
an unknown field. Zoning is some- 
thing new. I have been urged also to 
sign the Ordinance because it has 
been stated that there is considerable 
criticism of it which will probably in- 
crease if the matter is delayed. It 
seems to me that this is one of the 
important reasons why we should not 
hurry through such ;t measure, if 
there is any justice in a Zoning Ordi- 
nance at all, it gets its very founda- 
tion in the fact that the different sec- 
tions are defined and restricted in ac- 
cordance with the majority sentiment 
of that particular district. 

I would suggest an Ordinance not 
quite so drastic, one which can he 
tightened up from time to time as dif- 
ferent groups of our people desire, giv- 
ing all the opportunity to lie heard. The 
same result may be accomplished, but 
it will be after more careful study and 
reflection on the part of our people. 

If this legislation were for a short 
period of time it might not make j 
much difference, but we are legislat- 
ing for Newton for all time and that 
means that we are dealing with legis- 
lation more far reaching than any in 
our history. 

The suggestion that if the Ordi- 
nance is not adopted in its present 
form the work of the "Planning Board 
for nine years will go for naught." I 
cannot follow. The Planning Board 
has done splendid work for Newton’s 
development, is doing it now and will 
continue to do it. Every member of 
it deserves greatest credit. 

The work of the Board on this Or- 
dinance was well done but in correct 
ing an existing evil we must he as 
sure as it is possible for public ser- 
vants to be that we are not providing 
a remedy so drastic that in years to 
come a far greater injustice will ac- 
crue to owners of homes or land sub 
ject to development. 

If upon reflection and reconsider- 
ation you see fit to pass over my veto 
this Ordinance. I assure you tna«. 
every effort will lie made by all City 
officials to see to Tt that its every pro- 
vision is most carefully fulfilled. 


It was not taken up until after the 
recess. Alderman Phipps, chairman 
of the committee which reported the 
ordinance, said that he was satisfied 
that a large majority of people expect- 


ed and demanded that the board 
should pass this ordinance, and in 
view of the representations which 
have been made to the people in all 
sections of the city, th** board is in 
duty bound to see to it that such ac- 
tion is taken. 

Alderman Ross thought the board 
was entitled to know ms reasons for 
opposing the ordinance. In his opinion 
the ordinance was too drastic, and it 
was unconstitutional, in that it was 
confiscation of property. He noted 
the fact that in other states where 
zoning ordinances were effective there 
was no distinction between single and 
residence districts. 

Alderman Nichols stated that as 
Massachusetts had expressly amend- 
ed its constitution to allow zoning, the 
ordinance can he passed. The City 
Solicitor has expressed the opinion 
that the ordinance was legal. Zoning 
was not nn "unexplored field” as the 
Mayor stated, 25 cities and towns 
have requested copies of this ordi- j 
nance and it will he looked upon as a 
model for other municipalities. Fail- 
ure to pass it would b- a calamity. 

Alderman Heathcote said the weak 
point of the part ol the committee 
was its failure to realize that the ord- 
inance must be approved by the may- 
or. The mayor’s reason- are sound 
and the board should give them full 
weight. In his opinion the amendment 
rejected at the previous meeting would 
give practically the same results as 
the pending ordinance. 

Alderman White said that the veto 
was based on common sens . There 
was nothing in common or statutory 
law to allow confiscation of property 
for aesthetic purposes alone. The 
women of the city have asked for a 
"reasonable zoning ordinance” and if 
we don’t get such an ordinance now it 
will be because certain aldermen are 
not “with” the Mayor. Mr. White re- 
ferred to an insiduous propaganda 
thru the city, largely political, in his 
estimation, that there would he no 
zon.ng ordinance. He was willing to 
agree that if the board would sup- 
port the mayor and adjourn for two 
weeks, he would support a zoning or- 
dinance in substance like the amend- 
ment rejected at the previous meet- 
ing. In closing Mr. White made a 
sarcastic reference to Alderman Smith 
a< one who was elected on the ticket 
with the Mayor and was now in op- 
position to him. 

Alderman Whidden said that his 
diffemiccs with the mayor over this

The session of the Great and Gen- 
eral Court which came to a close in 
the evening of Tuesday of last week 
was noteworthy for its passage of 
remedial legislation regarding the 
banking situation, the curbing of the 
powers of the district attorneys, and 
the establishment of a board of ad- 
ministration and finance as recom- 
mended by the Webster commission. 

Its failure to carry out the platform 
of the Republican State convention 
relative to the control of penal insti- 
tutions. will, undoubtedly, be con- 
sidered its crowning error, especially 
by the women voters, to whom the 
matter seemed to appeal with peculiar 
force. 

It considered many projects of great 
importance, and most of which It 
weakly referred to the next annual 
session — a polite way of passing the 
buck, so to speak. 

But all in all, its work was above 
the general average, and its record 
ought to appeal to the intelligent vot- 
ers of the Commonwealth. 

Hearings are to be held next week 
which are of interest to residents of 
Newton. On Monday morning, before 
the Department of Public Utilities, 
there will he a hearing on the pro- 
posal of the Elevated Railway to 
establish a loop service between Cam 
bridge and Allston, witli feeders from 
each end of the loop to the outlying 
districts, now served directly. This 
will mean that Newton patrons of the 
Elevated will have to transfer at Har- 
vard avenue, both on outgoing and in- 
bound cars. It is similar to the 
Braves Field proposition of last win 
ter, only a little further out from 
Boston. 

On Tuesday there will bo a hearing 
before the Board of Bank Incorpora- 
tion on the request of the City Trust 
Company to establish a branch hunk 

at Waban.

matter does not diminish ills respect 
for him as the aldermen are here to 
exercise their own judgment. He be- 
lieved it the duty of the hoard to pass 
an ordinance that Is virile and com- 
plete. 

Alderman Phipps call* d attention to 
the fact that if the ordinance provi- 
sions for residences was illegal the 
provisions of the amendment must 
also be illegal, and if eliminated there 
would be nothing left worth while. 

Alderman White suggested that It 
might lx* well to abolish the Massachu- 
setts Supreme court and substitute 
the zoning committee of Xewton in its 
place. 

The Mayor was then sustained with 
Aldermen Ball, Banfleld, Carter, Jew- 
ell, Madden, Nichols, Phipps, Pratt, 
Saltonstall, Smith and Whidden voting 
for the ordinance and Aldermen Col- 
lins, Earle, Heathcote, Hickey, Ross, 
White, Young and Hollis voting to 
sustain the mayor, a two-thirds vote 
being necessary to pass the ordinance 
over the veto. 

At the beginning of the meeting nu- 
merous hearings were held as usual, 
the Edison Co. asking for poles on 
Elmwood pk., Washington pk., I^ake 
avenue, and Pembroke street, at which 
no one appeared and which were sub- 
sequently granted. A hearing was 
also given on Edison and Telephone 
poles on Grove street at wliich no 
one appeared. 

Mr. J. M. McCarthy appeared in fav- 
or of his petition for a 5-car garage 
on Lexington street and it was op- 
posed by a Mr. Barry. 

Mr. A. J. Hope spoke in favor of his 
petition for an automobile salesroom 
at 1181 Washington street and it was 
granted later in the evening. 

Considerable opposition was made 
to petition of Richard Jennings for a 
6-stall garage on Oakland street, in 
the persons of John T. Burns, Clifton 
S. Mason, John L. Sullivan and George 
R. Standberg. Later the permit was 
granted on conditions which satisfied 
.the protestants. 

No one appeared on petition of the 
Crawford Garage to Increase its ca- 
pacity for- gasolene andjhe permit was 
granted. 

No one appeared on hearings on 
sidewalks on Commonwealth avenue 
from Boston College to the Boston 
line, on sewers in Highland street, 
Kenmore street and Colbert road, on 
relocating Beacon street at Hammond 
street and on relocating Centre street 
between Jefferson street and the Wa- 
tertown line. 

No one appeared in favor of side- 
walks on Harvard street at extension 
but Messrs. Graham, K< efe, and B. K/ 
Brown spoke in opposition. 

John J. Fitzgerald appeared in fav- 
or of sidewalks and curbing on Lin- 
coln road and he was opposed by John 
J. Healey. 

The laying out of Delmore path be- 
tween Delmore road and Erie avenue 
was strongly favored by Howard Whit- 
more, and Albert H. Norton and op- 
pos'd by Mrs. John A. Daniels and by 
William X. Noble. 

Mr. A. S. White for the Xewton Cen- 
tre Improvement Society opposed for 
the present the proposed relocating of 
Centre street, Beacon street and Insti- 
tution avenue. 

A representative of Margaret Ma- 
honey spoke in opposition to the re- 
locating of Walnut street from Lowell 
avenue to Watertown street. 

Mayor Childs sent in recommenda- 
tions of $2317 for improvement of 
Laundry Brook as requested by Rev. 
L. W. Slattery, for $91 for new awn- 
ings for the Police headquarters, for 
Increases in salaries of City Hall offi- 
cials and clerks, for fire hazard work 
and plumbing in school buildings, for 
$150 for completion of work caused 
by fire in sheds at Technical High 
School, for $730 for Ford car for 
Charity Dept., for $3100 to allow one 
day off in three for Fire Dept, begin- 
ning November 1, and for $8875 for 
purchase of two parcels of land on 
Waltham street for the new Davis 
school. He also asked for authority 
to sell the land and buildings of the 
Jackson school, and which was sub- 
sequently approved. 

Mayor Childs’ veto of the permit 
granting W. J. Graham a public gar- 
age at 952 Watertown street was based 
on the ground that “all the residents 
in that locality are opposed to hav- 
ing a public garage located so near 
their homes" and it was sustained 
by a vote of 4 in favor and 13 opposed. 
Aldermen Ball, Banfleld, Carter and 
Phipps voting for the permit. 

The Mayor vetoed the permit grant- 
ed to Lizzie Abbott for a private gar- 
age on Mt. Ida street on the ground 
that "it was not a proper place for a 
garage’’ and "the result will be a 
business proposition in a residential 
section." This veto was unanimouslv 1 
sustained. 

An order granting the firemen one 
day off in three at an expense of $3100 
was passed by a vote of 12 to 6, after 
Alderman Nichols had brought out the 
fact that this action would mean at 
least $18,600 for a yearly expense. Al- 
dermen Ball, Banfleld, Carter. Jewell. 
Nichols and Phipps voted against this 
order. 

An order granting city laborers a 
Saturday half holiday for the months 
of November and December brought 
out a debate between Aldermen White 
and Nichols. Mr. Nichols questioned 
the matter of receiving pay without 
work saying that other citizens of 
Newton have to work on Saturday af- 
ternoons to obtain money to pay the 
taxes from which these laborers are 
paid, lie believed it to be an unfair 
discrimination. Mr. White said that 
the order would entail about $2500 for 
each month and taunted Mr. Nichols 
by saying t hat no such remarks had 
been expressed when the board was 
considering the matter of teachers' 
Hilaries. Alderman Nichols said that 
he would not advocate giving school 

teachers spft-iai privileges and while 
laborers on private work are being re- 
duced it was no time to increase priv- 
ileges granted city laborers. 

The order was then passed with Al- 
dermen Ball. Banfleld, Carter and 
Nichols in opposition. 

An order requiring the removal of 
an unused turnout on Washington 
street mar Commonwealth avenue was 
adopted after Alednunn Young had ex- 
plained t hut it would interfere with 
proposed street improvements at that 
point. Later on motion of Mr. Young 
tile hoard passed a vote recommending 
that future boards should ajlow the 


Company to replace this turnout when 
desired. 

An order was adopted making a set 
back of 20 feet on Washington street 
between Auburn street and Common- 
wealth avenue at an expense of $500. 

There was some discussion on the 
majority report of the License com- 
mittee of leave to withdraw on the 
Junk license of J. Kligman. It was 
brought out that Mr. Kligman had had 
such a license for 15 years and the 
board by a vote of 7 ro 11 refused to 
accept the report and then granted the 
license.

Mayor Childs' veto of the zoning 
ordinance and the support given that 
action by eight members of the board 
of aldermen destroys the hope which 
has been in the minds of thousands 
of our citizens, that effective restric- 
tions were to lie placed on the build- 
ing of apartment houses, tenement 
houses and two-family houses in the 
future. 

True it is that the mayor and his 
thick and thin supporters in the al- 
dermanic chamber profess to believe 
in zoning but with the leader of the 
hoard openly stating that he entered 
that body last winter thorolv opposed 
to zoning, it is not difficult to see that 
the kind of zoning which these men 
are willing to favor cannot ring quite 
true. Mr. White now condescends to 
agree to a plan of zoning which he 
and his followers will frame and his 
whole attitude on this matter seems 
to indicate that the citizens of New- 
ton ought to be highly gratified that 
he has been willing to meet them 
even thus far. 

The principal point of difference is 
over the single residence districts. 
The committee ordinance, framed af- 
ter many months of consideration and 
consultation with hundreds of our 
tax payers, makes two residence dis- 
tricts. — one limited to single family 
residences and the other open to all 
as a general residence district. The 
mayor by inference suggests that 
these two districts be made one, thus 
allowing an indiscriminating mixture 
of single, double, tenement and apart- 
ment houses all over the city. While 
at first blush this may seem reason- 
able, it would be wiser to establish 
the more restrictive districts in the 
beginning, and allow future boards to 
modify the restrictions as deemed ad- 
visable. rather than to expect future 
boards to take the more unusual 
course and increase the restrictions. 
In other words it is usually easier to 
cut out restrictions than to impose 
new ones and with the tax payers 
fairly conversant with the more re- 
stricted ordinance, and with many of 
them even eager to have it adopted, 
it would seem both logical and advis- 
able to accept the ordinance which 
the committee has so carefully con- 
sidered. 

Two courses are open to the ma- 
jority members of the board. They 
can suppress their own convictions as 
to what is best for the city and join 
with the mayor and a minority of the 
board in passing a modified ordinance, 
containing but one residence district, 
or they can postpone the whole mat- 
ter to the next city government and 
allow the voters to determine next 
December by the election of 14 aider- 
men. just what is really desired by the 
citizens at large. 

— o — 

We can see no good reason for wid- 
ening Nonantum square by taking 
■over what is known as the "French" 
property on the south side. This is 
the most expensive land in the whole 
city and the cost of this work would 
be altogether too large for the benefit 
to be gained. If any action is taken 
towards widening the square in this 
direction, the citv should "go the 
whole hog” and adopt the suggestion 
of ex alderman Lloyd by taking all 
the land to the railroad track and 
then selling an area 80 feet in width 
for development purposes The city 
would then be getting something for 
its money. We still maintain, how- 
ever. thM there is no real necessity 
for any widening if the M. & B. Street 
cars were only removed from the 
s juare.

Attention N invited to the hearing 
n >xt Monday morning at the State 
House on the prosposal of the Bos- 
t mi Elevated Company to establish ft 


loop at Harvard street and Common- 
wealth avenue, similar to what was 
formerly suggested at Braves Field. 
This will mean the trnnsfer of New- 
ton patrons at the proposed loop, for 
travel in both directions and at first 
sight seems even more undesirable 
than was the Braves’ Field proposi- 
tion.

OUR COSTLY NEGLIGENCE 

"Co-ordinutlou” Is u tired, haggard, 
nervous wreck of a word that wns 
nearly worked to death at Washington 
during the early days of the war. It 
was the first of the dollar-a-year words 
to come forward to do war work, and 
it was worn to a frazzle. I hate to 
drag the poor wan thing out from the 
quiet retreat In my dictionary where 
It has been resting and recuperating, 
but I must say that this lack of co- 
ordination, lack of organization, du- 
plication, inefficiency, waste, and hap- 
hazard hodge-podge structure of the 
national governmental machine is no 
secret to those at Washington, who 
run and manage It for us, and who are 
even more directly responsible than 
we are for the condition Into which 
It has fallen. 

I submit pleas of avoidance uud 
confession from both Democrats and 
Republicans. It is not a matter of 
polities. It Is a matter of proved and 
confessed negligence on the part of 
the men we have hired to run the ma- 
chine, and have kept year after year 
In places of trust and power and re- 
sponsibility. They haven't kept up 
the plant. The form of organization 
is grotesquely inadequate. The mor- 
ale of the working force Is badly im- 
paired, ns I have set forth at length 
in previous articles. We have paid 
the price for this, grossly and hugely, 
in money and In poor service. This 
has been costly negligence on our part. 

: said I had confessions. Here they 
are, Reed Smoot, Republican and a 
senator from Utah, speaking: 

The administrative branches of the 
government have undergone no funda- 
mental change since the organization was 
devised by Alexander Hamilton. 

No other government in the world 
could have gone on as ours has done, and 
paid the bills involved in our wasteful 
methods of administration. We have been 
able to do it because this country has 
had resources and wealth unparalleled. 
But the war has brought us at last to 
•realize that thefte will not last always. 
We need a complete survey of the whole 
situation de novo by a committee of men 
willing to recognize that It Is a task of 
day and night for a year, and very likely, 
two years. . . . 

There is endless duplication of work 
among different departments, and even 
in the same department. . . It Is 

the same through all the government 
functions, and now, when the burden of 
carrying our enormous debt Is weighing 
on the people, we can no longer neglect 
to give It consideration. 

When h6 said these things, Mr. 
Smoot was urging a concrete proposal 
to bring about the reformation so bad- 
ly needed. 

And now Franklin D. Roosevelt, for 
seven years assistant secretary of the 
navy and recently the Democratic can- 
didate for vice president : 

The entire system of relationship which 
exists between congress and the execu- 
tive departments is fundamentally wrong. 
Let me illustrate: I made an offer one 
spring to the appropriations committees 
of both house and senate, telling them 
that I would tomorrow discharge 15 per 
rent of the employees of the Navy de- 
partment If they, the committees, would 
give me complete authority to take one- 
half of the salaries of the employees so 
discharged and add It to the salaries of 
the other 85 per cent of the employees 
still left In the department. ... Of 
course, however, under the present sys- 
tem congress would not think of giving 
executive discretion of thlH kind. 

Congress, for various reasons, has 
tied the hands of the executive officers 
of the government that they have no dis- 
cretion in the fundamental questions of 
employment. . . . My owrt wonder Is i 

that, considering the existing circum- 
stances, the employees of the govern- 
ment are as efficient ga they actually are. 
Congress legislates for every minute Itefh 
of employment. . There Is a lot 

of work being done in other departments 
which ought properly to be under the 
Navy department, and in the same way 
there is a lot of work done by the Navy 
department which could perfectly prop- 
erly be transferred to other departments. 

After seven years down here in an ex- 
ecutive position ... I cunnot help the 
conclusion that our governmental meth- 
ods are cumbersome and wasteful. The 
first Improvement must come In what is. 
after all. the source of governmental ac- 
tivities— that is, the legislative branch. . . . 
This must come from congress. We need 
also a reclassification and redistribution 
nf the work of the executive depart- 
ments. This can only come if congress, 
working in accord with itself und with 
the’ executives, will discuss the whole 
question simultaneously and not merely 
piecemeal. 

Well, there you are! A Republic an 
who has been in the legislative brunch 
of the government for seventeen years, 
anti a Democrat who has been in the 
executive branch for seven years, both 
telling the game story of how badly 
the national business is managed. 

The odd tiling about It Is that our 
agents and representatives at Wash- 
ington who let this waste and Inef- 
ficiency run on, year after yeur, pay 
no penalty. We pay the piper to the 
tune of millions and billions— -literally 
that much. And the condition will en- 
dure until we make a real roar about 
It. Congress Increasingly shakes Its 
heud over the situation und brings in 
various proposals of reform, und says 
bow wrong It all is; but lucking a 
lively, Inflamed public pressure, noth- 
ing gets done.

"Neither rending courses nor col- 
lege courses in Journalism can make 
full fledged newspaper men,’’ says the 
head of the school of journalism of a 
Inrge university. Continuing, he snvs, 
"In learning and keeping up with 
things journalistic, books can never 
take the place of constant reading and 
comparative study of the newspapers 
themselves. Nor can hooks he a sub- 
sFltute for actual service on a busy 
daily paper under skilled and exact- 
ing direction. 

The study of books, however, can 
help both the amateur and the pro- 
fessional writer. It can help the 
young journalist to make good in his 
first job; it can save the average 
newspaper man many a blunder and 
make even the horn reporter see new 
possibilities in his work* To be con- 
sistent the newspaper man must 
study the experiences of others as re- 
corded in books, for his whole profes- 
sion is based on a belief in the power 
of the printed page. 

The hooks recommended here cover 
the field somewhat adequately, but 
they are only suggestive of the many 
good manuals now available. Any li- 
brary or any bookstore will he able to 
suggest others. 

"Essentials in Journalism" (ZCJ.- 
H23), by H. F. Harrington and T. T. 
Frankenberg. is a good hook to read 
first. It gives a broad survey of the 
entire field, supplemented by exercises 
and illustrations. The authors are 
men of experience. Professor Har- 
rington is director of . the Medill 
School of Journalism of Northwestern 
University. This is a hook which 
should he kept at hand; and as the 
study of each special subject is taken 
up in the other books, the chapter 
on that subject in this hook should he 
read again. 

"Types of News Writing” (ZCJ.- 
BG1 1 > . by Professor W. G. Blever. di- 
rector of the course in journalism in 
the University of Wisconsin, is an ex- 
cellent hook to read ne\t. It is a col- 
lection of typical news stories, pre- 
pared for the use of college students 
of journalism and for young reporters. 
Such a book will he of value not only 
for what is contains but because it 
will help the reader to study the 
newspapers themselves more intelli- 
gently. 

A study of the special or feature 
story will naturally follow. The only 
thorough book on this subject is Pro- 
fessor Blever's "How to Write Special 
Feature Articles" (ZCJ.BGls). it 
covers both the newspaper and maga- 
zine fields and contains reprints of 
striking special articles. 

As a basis for the study of editorial 
writing a book by Professor L. N. 
Flint, director of the School of Jour- 
nalism. University of Kansas, is rec- 
ommended — "The Editorial, a Study 
in Effectiveness in Writing” (ZCJ.- 
F64 i . It deals with the. methods of 
finding, gathering and handling edi- 
torial materials and contains some 
discussion on paragraphs and para- 
graphers. editorial responsibilities 
and the editor’s reading. There are 
numerous illustrations of specimen 
editorial pages. 

The editing phases of publishing 
are adequately treated in "A Hand- 
book for Newspaper Workers" (ZCJ.- 
H99h), written by Professor Grant M. 
Hyde, associate professor of Journal- 
ism in the University of Wisconsin. 
This contains a discussion of ap- 
proved newspaper diction, the build- 
ing of headlines use of type, and a 
full description of newspaper mechan- 
ical processes. 

The most complete exposition of the 
production of a metropolitan news- 
paper is contained in “Making a 
N • 1 jpaper” ( ZGI.G44 ), by J. L.

In another part of this issue is an 
advertisement from the Boston Con- 
solidated Gas Company which is 
worth thinking about. Coal prices 
will probably he high this winter and 
with the continuation of the coal 
strike, it may be difficult to get coal 
at all. 

The use of coal in one cent ral heat- 
ing plant rather than in twt> fires, one 
in the cellar and one in the kitchen 
is advised from an economy stand- 
point. In speaking of this conserva- 
tion of coal, this is merely voicing 
tin* federal government’s advice given 
during the coal shortage at the time 
of the war. At that time, the govern- 
ment summed up the heating problem 
like this — 

"The value a householder gets from 
the fuel he burns depends largely 
upon the character of the heating ap- 
paratus, the conditions under which 
it is installed and the manner in 
which the fire is handled." 

Speaking of the manner in which 
the fire is handled, the government 
said — 

"Most people start the furnace fire 
too early in the fall, overstoke It and 
force it for extreme heat too suddenly 
in very cold weather and burn it too 
late in the spring. During the ah illy 
fall months, it is economical m use 
city gas in one of the modern and 
highly efficient t ypes ol he&te: Here 
you are burning the ideal fuel." 

The government describes gus as 
"the ideal" fuel because it can he con- 
trolled to do exactly the work re- 
quired and when this work is per- 
formed all ex pen hi ceases, for the gas 
l u shut off. Til n too, there is no 
other luel which can he controlled to 
tlie extent that g’s can. When one

FOURTH OF JULY VT NEWTON 
CENTRE 


This year in place of sports ants 
fireworks, Newton Centre is to dedi- 
cate with appropriate ceremonies, the 
Memorial to her dead sons and daugh- 
ters in the Great War. 

The Newton Centre Improvement 
Association which has undertaken 
this project has practically raised the 
money, through public subscription, 
to defray the cost of it. 

All but a few residents of Newton 
Centre are represented in these sub- 
scriptions which have made possible 
a granite and bronze flag staff base 
from which will rise a 90 foot single 
pole surmounted by a 3 foot bronze 
eagle. This is from a design sub- 
mitted by Kendall-Tavlor & Co., Archi- 
tects. and approved by the Executive 
Committee of the Newton Centre Im- 
provement Association. The bronze 
is the work of T. F. McGann & Sons 
and modelled and cast in Somerville. 

The names of 27 men and 3 women 
who gave their lives for their country 
are carried in 3 panels of 10 names 
each on a six foot tall bronze which 
rises from an octagon granite base 
of 3 steps. 

The dedication will take place 
promptly at 10.30 in the morning and 
the unveiling will be accomplished by 
the President of the Newton Centre 
Improvement Association, Dr. E. A. 
Andrews. The flag will be broken out 
by the granddaughter of the author of 
"America.” Dr. S. F. Smith. 

The site on which the Memorial 
will stand is historic ground. It is 
directly in front of the house in 
which Dr. S. F. Smith made his home 
and it was for many years the train- 
ing ground for the Militia. It was 
here that the men learned the art of 
war and then fought at Lexington and 
Concord and Bunker Hill, as well as 
in the Indian Wars. Two schools are 
located, one on each side of this plot 
of ground and many whose names are 
borne on this Memorial spent 8 to 
, 10 years in sight of it and played 
l there. 

It is planned to have the ceremony 
semi-military in character with Co. H 
°f the State forces turning out. The 
Legion, many of whose members were 
buddies of those who are to he hon- 
ored by this Memorial, are to he pres- 
ent and as guests, will he the G. A. R. 

The immediate families of those 
represented hv this tribute are to 
have special places of honor and the 
i Boy Scouts and Girl Scouts will he on 
j hand to render any services to these 
I guests necessary.

HOME DEDICATED 


One of the most interesting of tho 
many philanthropic enterprises for 
which Newton is famous was dedicat- 
ed on Wednesday, June 14th, in the 
Oak Hill section of Newton. 

The building just completed is the 
New England Peabody Home for 
Crippled Children, which cost about 
$300,000, and is the finest building of 
its kind In the country. It has an 
equipment for one hundred beds, with 
piazzas on three sides, commanding 
an extraordinary view. The building 
is planned not as a hospital, but as 
a home. Children will spend months 
or years in training. Thorough edu- 
cational work is done, as the home 
aims to prepare the children for self 
support. 

The dedicatory exercises were at- 
tended by Governor and Mrs. Cox and 
many friends of the home. Bishop 
Samuel G. Babcock made the dedi- 
catory prayer. Mrs. Gilbert C. Browm 
Jr., vice-president of the home, read 
the opening address, giving the his- 
tory of the home for the 28 years of 
its existence, since its conception by 
Mrs. H. M. Peabody. 

She paid a beautiful tribute to Mrs. 
Herbert A. Joslin, president of the 
home, and to Mrs. Edward B. Kellogg, 
treasurer, presenting the latter with 
a bouquet of American beauty roses 
from the officers and children of the 
home, and to Mrs. Smith, matron of 
the home. 

She then introduced Governor Cox, 
who said that he did not know of any 
investment which had brought such 
rich returns as the $210 with which 
the home was started. He congratu- 
lated the officers and_ those interest- 
ed in the home on their splendid suc- 
cess. 

Dr. Robert W. Lovett, who followed 
him, said that the success of the en- 
terprise had been due, in his opinion, 
to the real need which the home met, 
and to the untiring efforts of the 
hard working women interested in the 
home. 

He called attention to the influence 
of tlie war in arousing interest in 
cripples. The most noteworthy con- 
tribution in surgery made during the 
war was made by a surgeon in Eng- 
land. who gained his experience 
through a home for cripples in Eng- 
land. This contribution. Dr. Lovett 
stated, was the value of function, ex- 
plaining how this had influenced mod- 
ern surgery. A second contribution 
which the study of cripples has led 
to is the value of latent abilities. 

Dr. Robert Souther then told in de- 
tail of what cripples whom he had 
known were able to do, and of the 
value to them of such a home as this, 
where they can come into contact with 
others and learn the discipline of ser- 
vice. 

The last speaker was the Rev. 
Henry Hallam Sanderson, who spoke 
on the power of faith in the human 
soul, and of the constructive value of 
ideals. 

An informal reception followed the 
regular program. Visitors were given 
an opportunity to inspect the build- 
ing. 


NEWTON HIGH SCHOOL 


The selections of the Boston papers 
of the all i'nterscholastic baseball 
team for this season are of interest, 
as Newton High won the Suburban 
League championship with ease and 
naturally should have a goodly repre- 
sentation on such a team. 

The Globe gives Newton three plac- 
es on its first team. Cronin as catcher, 
Drennan in left field and Murphy in 
centre field. Whitmore, who was a 
large factor in winning the champion- 
ship is given a place on the second 
team. 

The Herald awards hut two places 
to Newton in its selections. Cronin 
as catcher and Murphy in centre field. 

Speaking of the Newton team, tht 
Globe further says "Newton High 
walked off with top honors in the Sun 
urban League, always regarded as the 
premier school hoy organization in 
the State. Coach Alfred W. Dickinson 
of Newton worked wonders with rtiv. 
material he possessed. Newton High 
was not regarded as a championship 
prospect, hut by hard and faithful 
work the team developed, winning 12 
out of 14 games in the league series. 

"The record of the Newton High 
since it became a member of the 
Suburban League is interesting. In 
1919. Newton finished in first place, 
in 1920 third, in 1921 second, and this 
Summer again winning the champion- 
ship.” 

While the Herald has this to say on 
the same subject: — "Newton’s bal- 
ance gave it the Suburban honors.

OBSERVES ITS FIFTIETH ANNIVERSARY 

Newton Highlands Congregational Church Celebrates a Half 
Centnry of Accomplishment. Attorney General Allen 
Makes Historical Address 


The Newton Highlands Congrega- 
tional Church celebrated its fiftieth 
anniversary this week with a program 
which extended from Sunday, until 
Wednesday evening. 

The Sunday service included a musi- 
cal program and an anniversary ser- 
mon by the pastor, Rev. Dr. Samuel H. 
Woodrow. 

On Tuesday evening, Hon. Seward 
W. Jones presided and the principal 
address was given by Hon. J. Weston 
Allen Attorney-General of the Com- 
monwealth and a member of the 
church. Mr. Allen gave an interest- 
ing history of the church which we 
shall publish in the near future. 

Following Mr. Allen, Miss Marion B. 
Morse, president of the Woman’s Aid 
and Missionary Society, told of the 
growth of the society from a Sewing 
Circle in 1872, to a Missionary So- 
ciety in 1890, and, finally, to the 
Woman’s Church Aid and Missionary 
Society of tlie present. Today, the 
25th year under its present name, the 
society numbers 142. 

In 1909, Memorial memberships of 
$50 or more were established. 

The Cradle Roll, established in 1894, 
now* numbers 73, all under 5 years of 
age. 


The women of the church con- 
tributed generously towards the n-w 
church w’hich was erected in 1906. 

Mr. George H. Mellon, the last 
speaker of the evening, because of the 
lateness of the hour, gave a brief but 
very inspiring address. 

Wednesday was Fellowship Even- 
ing, Rev. Samuel H. Woodrow, D. D.. 
presiding. 

Rev. Edward M. Noyes, the first 
speaker, brought greetings from the 
Mother Church in Newton Centre.

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ELEVATED PLAN OPPOSED 


The hearing last Monday before the 
Department, of Public Utilities on the 
proposal of the Boston Elevated Rail- 
way Co. to establish a loop service be- 
tweon Lechmere square at Cambridge 
and Linden street at Allston brought 
out several hundred remonstrants, 
mostly from Allston and Brighton. 

The Elevated proposes to run three- 
car trains over this loop, transferring 
at Lechmere square and at Linden 
street with cars for the outlying dis- 
tricts. This is similar to the proposal 
last winter of a loop at Braves Field. 
It is in line with the recommendations 
of several street railway experts who 
have studied the situation and will re- 
lieve the terrible congestion at rush 
hours in Park street. The company 
believes this plan will give additional 
seats even during the rush hours and 
will give far more rapid service than 
is now possible. It will save passen- 
gers a crowded transfer at Park street 
for the North Station and beyond and 
will give passengers from the north of 
Boston direct service to the Bark Bay 
district. The Company submitted 
figures to show that many thousands of 
persons now transfer daily at Everett 
station, Sullivan square. Harvard 
square. Central square. Forest Hills. 
Eeleston square. Dudley street and 
Andrew square and stated that it saw- 
no reason why the 21,000 who would 
transfer at Linden street, should pre- 
vent the improvement in service to 
200.000 others. The mayors of Malden. 
Somerville, and Everett appeared in 
favor of the plan and it was supported 
by several others including Hon. Sam- 
uel L. Powers of this city. Senator 
Wells and Representative Shattuck of 
Boston.

In 
speaking of his experience in Montana, 
Mr. Bunker says: 

"The life is a hard one, there is no 
doubt about that, hut with all its 
drawbacks It has an appeal that the 
lover of the "Out of Doors" and of 
animal life, can not resist. While on 
the Trail we would he called from our 
beds at four A. M. by the boss’s ’Roll 
out, roll out’ and in the chill air with 
the sky just beginning to break In the 
East, hustled into our clothes, rolled 
up our beds and hurried over to the 
cook’s wagon where that worthy 
served out hot coffee, sizzling ham or 
bacon, fried potatoes and fresh bis- 
cuit to a hungry bunch of men. 

Breakfast was a matter of a very 
few minutes and then saddling their 
horses which the wrangler had 
brought into camp, the men rode out 
to round up the cattle and start them 
along the trail. The days were hot, 
the dust stifling, water scarce and the 
pace, a walk, most tedious and tire- 
some. A halt of three hours in the 
middle of the day gave cattle, horses, 
and men a much appreciated rest. 
Then with fresh mounts, the work of 
the morning would he repeated and the 
herd moved on until it reached a loca- 
tion, which to the boss’s eye, appeared 
to he a good one for camp with plenty 
of water and grass. It was never very 
long after supper before all of us ex- 
cept the night guard, had our beds un- 
rolled and spread out near the wagons 
and a few minutes after we had 
crawled under the blankets, for the 
nights were cold, we were sound 
asleep.”

From this modest start other changes 
and reforms and savings wore to be 
made. 

But we weren’t interested in the 
high cost of government or tlie high 
cost of living eleven years ago. Mr.

WRITE TO THESE MEN. 

The chief defects, or pluces where 
waste is apparent in the conduct of 
the business of tlie government, that 
I have pointed out in these articles, 
have been, first, tlie excessive propor- 
tion of the government income that 
went for military expenditures; sec- 
ond, the chaotic condition and lack 
of adequate supervision and control 
of expenditures, which have been in 
part remedied by the introduction of 
the budget system ; and third, tiie hap- 
hazard organization of the govern- 
ment departments und the unorgan- 
ized condition that prevailed in gov- 
ernment employment. 

The remedy for two of these condi- 
tions I have treated briefly in the 
two immediately preceding articles. 1 
come now to the matter of reorganiza- 
tion of tlie departments and the re- 
classification of government em- 
ployees. A beginning lias been made 
on both of these matters. 

A Joint committee of tlie two houses 
of congress, with Walter F. Brown us 
chairman, is studying the whole ques- 
tion of organization of tlie government 
and the function of tlie various de- 
partments and bureaus and independ- 
ent establishments. I cannot too 
strongly advise you to keep yourself 
in contact with the work that joint 
committee is doing. 

I have given you the names of the 
members of the committee in another 
article but I will repeat them here. 
They are Senators Smoot of Utah, 
Wadsworth of New York and Harrison 
of Mississippi; Representatives Reavis 
of Nebraska, Temple of Pennsylvania 
and Moore of Virginia. Write to any 
of them or to Mr. Brown, the chair- 
man of the committee, who represents 
tlie President, with headquarters in 
the house office building here at Wash- 
ington. 

Tliis is the third or fourth attempt 
that hns been made to effect a general 
reorganization of tlie conduct of the 
business of the executive departments. 
They have nil failed through lack of 
interest. There was lack of public in- 
terest, and consequently lack of inter- 
est In congress. 

This Joint committee is at work now. 
It Is collecting facts. It Is finding out 
the actual condition. It is studying 
the departments. Presently it will 
make a report to congress. If you 
will show an active, insistent interest 
in the work that it is doing, congress 
will take action. If you do not show 
lids interest, there is every chance in 
tlie world that no action will he taken, 
tind that tilings will remain much as 
ever. 

Hundreds of special interests are 
clamoring for the attention of con- 
gress. All of them are organized. 
Most of them keep representatives 
here at Washington. They present to 
individual members of congress in n 
hundred skillful, shrewd, subtle ways 
arguments to support tlie legislation 
they are seeking to advance. It would 
tnke two or three columns of this 
newspaper merely to print n list of 
tlie organizations and associations that 
are here to keep congress mindful of 
their Interests, 

In this great clamor the common 
public interest is likely to lie sub- 
merged. In fact, too often it has been 
submerged. Tills matter of economies 
and reorganizing the business of the 
government and taking up the tedious 
details of administration is a dull busi- 
ness. It has been neglected and put 
off time after time because of a lack 
of public interest and driving force 
behind it. 

If you will supply this driving force 
now nnd display a sustained Interest, 
you cun at least put the business of 
government of the United States on 
an efficient basis. Congress has been 
negligent because you have been negli- 
gent, hut now at last the thing has 
run along so far that something must 
he done about it.

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RARE GEMS LOST TO SIGHT 

Russian Crown Jewels Supposed to 
Have Been Disposed of ir. Small 
Assortments. 

The groat collection of Russian 
crown Jewels seems likely to share 
the mysterious fate of the peacock 
throne In Delhi, writes Frederic J. 
Ilaskin In the Chicago Dully News. 

The peacock throne, which cost the 
Shah Jehan $30,000,000, wus u won- 
derful canopied chair of pure gold in- 
crusted with rubles, sapphires and fes- 
toons of peurls, and ornamented with 
two great Jeweled peueocks and a life- 
sized parrot cut from a single emer- 
ald. It was a fabulous work of art, 
and when It slipped out of sight ufter 
the death of the shah there was much 
speculation. Presumably a strand of 
pearls was lopped off here, u ruby 
pried off there, and the emerald par- 
rot cut into a number of less distinc- 
tive Jewels. Today a mere throne 
framework in Teheran is pointed out 
uncertainly os the peueock throne. 

The crown jewels of Russia are sup- 
posed to be slipping away in similur 
fashion. There was no word of any 
looting when the Kremlin in Moscow, 
where the glittering jewels of royalty 
reposed, fell into the hands of the rev- 
olutionists. The Kremlin has been 
guarded by the soviet government. 
The condition of the treasury galleries 
is veiled In mystery. 

South African papers in close touch 
with the diamond trade state that $10,- 
000, 000 worth of stolen Russian dia- 
monds were thrown on the jewel mar- 
ket in ten months in 1021 — and the 
crown Jewel collection of llusslu was 
particularly rich in diamonds.

It 
would he odd Indeed if a plain citi- 
zen of democratic America should now 
become a European king.

URGE WIDER USE OF CABBAGE 


Experts of Cornsll College of Agricul- 
ture Extol Humble Vegetable's 
Valus as Food. 

Lovers of cabbage will welcome the 
pronouncement of the experts at Cor- 
nell’s College of Agriculture, acclaim- 
ing the rnsrltfl of this succulent vege- 
table. Cabbage is n subject the dis- 
cussion of which is not considered 
good social usage. For some Inscrut- 
able reason to acknowledge a fondness 
for It does not raise one In the esti- 
mation of professing epicures, writes 
H. Young In the Providence Journal. 

Cabbage is rich In Iron and other 
mineral salts, It contains a moderate 
amount of growth-promoting substance 
nnd the American people should eat 
more of It than Is their hubit, accord- 
ing to the Cornell propagandists. 
Have we not heard, too, that it con- 
tains these precious, if as yet uniden- 
tified elements called vttamlnes? This 
cabbage report suggests that Ameri- 
cans do not cook it properly, as a rule, 
and that may explain why apprecia- 
tion of it is not more general. It 
should he "plunged into boiling salted 
water and left there for 20 minutes, 
no longer, uncovered” — instead of be- 
ing confined to a tightly-covered re- 
ceptacle for an indefinite period. 

The practice of covering the dish 
lias grown up because of a convention- 
al disinclination to having the house 
filled with the perfume of boiling cab- 
bage. But to a hungry cabbage lover 
this fragrance is one of the vegetable’s 
charms. It exercises, as one may say, 
an agreeable psychological influence. 
There are, of course, divers ways of 
serving enhhage, all of them good. And 
since our tastes are often ruled by 
the judgment of authority. It may be 
believed that a widening circle of con- 
fessing cabbage eaters will be the con- 
sequence of Cornell’s approving ver- 
dict. 


SHORTAGE IN PANTS SUPPLY

DEATH OF MR. WARREN 

Mr. Henry Warren, who was the 
senior partner in the wholesale wool- 
en house of Warren & Blanchard. Es- 
sex street. Boston, died Friday at his 
home. lf» 4 Langley road. Newton Cen- 
tre. where he had lived forty-one 
years. 

Mr. Warren was a native of West- 
minister and he was the son of Jona- 
than and Lydia K. (Osborn) Warren. 
He was born in 1832 and came to Bos- 
ton in 1856, almost immediately asso- 
ciating himself with the woolen house 
where he remained the rest of his life. 

For fifty-seven years Mr. Warren 
travelled between Boston and the ter- 
ritory around Chicago and Detroit, 
and lie probably was one of the oldest 
travelling men in point of years of 
service of anv one man in this part of 
the country. 

On May 26. 1S60. Mr. Warren mar- 
ried Adelaide L. Ellis, of Boston, 
daughter of Roland Ellis, a prominent 
man of his time and who was one of 
the founders of the Massachusetts 
Charitable Mechanics’ Association. 
She has been dead for several years. 
His sole survivor is a son. Henry E. 
Warren, of Ashland.

I her. officiating. The pall bearers were 
his son, Henry E. Warren, his nephew, 
Herbert Bruce of Gardner; a cousin, 
John B. Warren, of Newton Centre, and 
his partner.

PROHIBITION NEWS

tional Prohibition has been “put over’’ 
in six months. 

The present national amendment for 
National Prohibition, now a law, is the 
culmination of organized effort for 

over half a century. This organiza- 
tion increased In intensity and widen- 
ed in scope from year to year and de- 
cade to decade, it is the greatest vic- 
tory for reform since the Declaration 
of Independence. 

The act of Congress in submitting 
tlie amendment and its ratification by 
forty-five of the forty-eight states is 
but the natural result of the years of 
organization and growth of public 
sentiment. The seed was sown thru- 
out this time. The crop matured and 
he harvest was gathered as a result 
of these years and years of battle. It 
is quite probable that your mother 
worked and prayed for this glad day! 

1. The members of the Congress, 
which submitted the National Prohi- 
bition Amendment to the States for 
ratification, were elected, largely on 
this very measure, long before a state 
of war existed between the United 
Stntes and Germnny. 

2. The National Prohibition Amend- 
ment was submitted by Congress De- 
cember 18, 1917, when only a few scat- 
tering regular units had been sent 
overseas. 

3. Before the United States entered 
the war twenty-five states had gone 
dry and were pledged to National 
Prohibition and legislators in enough 
others to carry the amendment thru, 
had been elected to office. 

4. Before war was declared in 
April, 1917, there were 2,614,071 square 
miles or 87.8 per cent of the total area 
of the United States under Prohibition 
laws. There wore 55,956.698 people or 
60.7 per cent of the population of the 
United States living in Prohibition ter- 
ritory and voting for Prohibition. 

5. Before war was declared the 
area under license was 359,819 square 
miles or only 12.2 per cent of the area 
of the United States. There were 36,- 
015,268 people or 39.3 per cent of the 
population living in wet territory. 

6. In other words there were 50 
per cent more people living in dry 
territory than in license territory lie- 
fore a state of war existed between 
the United States and Germany. 

7. Fifty-five million people stood 
arrayed against thirty-six million in 
the direct issue of Prohibition BE- 
FORE the war. This illustrates the 
great principles of democracy for 
which our men crossed the seas to 
battle.

A Few Facts From Seattle’s Juvenile 
Court Records 


Mary E. Brown 


In looking over the Seattle Juvenile 
Court report recently, the following 
attracted the attention of the writer: 

Tlie state prohibition law became 
effective in Washington January 1, 
1916. During 1914, one in every fifty 
children in the county of school cen- 
sus ago, which practically parallels 
the court’s jurisdiction, was cared for 
by the court. In 1918, even though the 
population had greatly increased and 
the war was in progress, only one in 
every one hundred and twenty-one, 
was brought to court. 

In 1915, there were four hundred 
and seventy-five children who required 
protection because of parental neglect; 
during 1918, there were two hundred 
and seven in this neglected group, and 
last year three hundred and forty- 
eight. (The increase last year is at- 
tributed to industrial conditions.) 

The report states that “this improve- 
ment is due to temperance legislation 
and the favorable industrial condi- 
tions.
